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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
claims are allowable over prior art of record Cao et al., the Examiner agreed with 
applicant, Cao et al reference does not teach or suggest " a surface-shape 
variable mirror unit returning the angular dispersed beams to the angular 
dispersion unit and comprising a transformable surface shape where the stage 
units transform the mirror unit to a predetermined shape by expanding at 
selective positions of a back surface of the mirror unit" , as recited in independent 
claim 1.
